DEETAI LED VALUATION 

OF ALL FARM LANDS 

There is to be a detailed valuation 
of all farpi lands in Alberta this sum¬ 
mer in preparation for an assessment 
of the 1920 supplementary tax. The 
work will be done under the direction 
of the department of municipal affairs 
and will be taken up concurrently with 
the collection of this year’s tax and 
1918 arrears. For the present year’s 
taxation the old system wil be con¬ 
tinued, with posibly a revision in some 
cases of the rates in local units, which 
run from two to four cents per acre. 
Beginning with next year, however, 
all lands are to be assessed on a val¬ 
uation basis. 

All equalization board will be ap¬ 
pointed to eualize the values as be-? 
tween different municipalities, so that 
uniform procedure may be taken 
throughout the province. The valua¬ 
tions made by runal municipalities, 
except for possible equalizations of 
this kind, wil be accepted by the gov¬ 
ernment, which wil therefore be con¬ 
cerned mostly with the lands lying 
outside of the Municipal districts. 

When the valuations have been com¬ 
pleted the rate for the 1920 tax will 
be struck, and notices will be sent out 
accordingly.

APRIL AND MAY IN THE GARDEN 
April 

Make sowing of peas and spinach 
early. Then every two weeks. 

Plant beets, cabbages, carrots, let¬ 
tuce, leeks, parsnips, parsley, , pota¬ 
toes, radishes, salsify, celery, Swiss 
chard. 

Lima beans, cucumbers, musk mel¬ 
ons, peppers, and squashes may be 
started in cold frames for early crops.. 
It is best to use paper pots. 

Begin planting gladioli late in the 
month. 

May 

Cultivate all crops as soon as up to 
keep weeds from starting. 

Transplant celery at least once to 
keep tap roots short. 

All the tender vegetables like cu¬ 
cumbers, melons, and squashes may

be planted after danger of frost is 
passed. 

Lima beans may be planted in soil 
made especially rich. 

Sow peas, beans, beets, and carrots 
for a succession. 

Start plartting Corn and continue 
every ten days. 

set out tomato plants by the middle 
of the month, or soon after. Cover 
with light, cloth-covered frames or pa¬ 
pers if frost threatens. 

Prune shrubs after they bloom. The 
main thing is to get rid of dead and 
weak wood. Cut at the bottom. Noth¬ 
ing is accomplished 1 by cnipping offff 
the ends. 

Late May is none too early to begin 
planting perennial seeds to make plants 
for the next season. Many kinds are 
best started in a cold frame. 

Plant dahlias and cannas late in the 
month after dividing the clumps. Con¬ 
tinue to plant gladiolus bulbs. 

PLANT PERMANENT 

PERENNIAL GARDEN 

This is the season to sow hardy 
perennial seeds. Infinitely better re¬ 
sults follow sowing during this month 
than by delaying until midsummer, 
and better still, the majority of the 
plants will flower during the late 
summer and fall. All flower borders 
should be liberally furnished with old- 
fashioned hardy plants • in fact, they 
should form the foundation, as it were 
round which we may use annuals, 
bulbous and other plants. 

A few of the best hardy perennial 
flowers to sow now should include 
coreopsis, Shasta daisy, delphiniums, 
gaillardia, lynchnis, and valerian. The 
seeds will germinate quiskly at this 
season: but sow thinly and trans¬ 
plant to wherever the plants will be

most effective. Those named will all 
bloom later in the season, but they 
will be at their best the following 
year. 

Daliahs, of course, should find a 
home in all borders where there is 
available room to allow plants to dev- 
elope properly. In cold locations roots 
must not be set out until early in May 
and ollow at least three to four feet 
between each plant.

(Continued from front page) 
ther expenditures and consequently 
increase the deficit. 

At the very moment when Canada 
is struggling with this problem the 
Western Grain Growers come forth 
with insistant demands for: 

(1) “An immediate and substantial 
all-round reduction of the customs 
tariff.” 

(2) Free trade with Great Britain 
inside of five years. 

(3) Reciprocity now, and free trade 
later, with the United States. 

These demands are apparently made 
in thehope and belief that, if they are 
granted, those making them will be 
relieved of a large part of what they 
call the “Burden of Taxation” which 
the tariff imposes upon the m. That 
expectation can only be realized if the 
revenue raised by means of the tariff 
is substantially reduced- They may 
argue that under a lower tariff the 
volume of goods imported will in¬ 
crease, and consequently there will be 
no decrease in the revenue. But, 
mark this—they want the duty re¬ 
moved entirely from Implements, lum¬ 
ber, cement, oil and other articles of 
which they are large consumers. If 
the revenue is to be maintained under 
such a rearrangement of the tariff 
schedules, other classes of the people 
must pay what the Grain Growers 
will excape. 

How do the Grain Growers propose 
to provide for the shortage this year 
and also to replace the further loss of 
revenue which will be inevitable if 
their demands are granted? 

They ask the Dominion Govern¬ 
ment to impose the following taxes: — 
A direct tax on unimproved land val¬ 
ues and netural resources, increased 
taxation on personal incomes, in¬ 
creased inheritance taxes and increas¬ 
ed taxation on corporations. 

As to taxing unearned increment as 
such, we offer no objection, but it 
must be remembered that vacant land 
now pays taxes to the Municipalities 
and, in some Provinces, additional 
taxes to the Provincial Government. 
Income taxes are now paid by individ¬ 
uals to the MBunicipalities and also 
to the DominionGovernment. Inheri¬ 
tances taxes are now imposed by all 
the Provinces, ranging in Ontario, for 
example from one to twenty per cent 
Corporations are now taxed as per¬ 
sons by Municipal Governments, Pro¬ 
vincial Governments and the Dominion 
Government, and also pay special 
taxes to every Province for the privi¬ 
lege of being corporations. 

Does anyone believe that the forms 
of taxation advocated by the Grain 
Growers can be increased sufficiently 
this year to obtain the revenue which 
would be lost by tarriff reduction, and 
also to meet the huge deficit without 
crippling industry, stifling business 
and throwing thousands of workers 
out of employment? 

The United States has all the forms 
of taxation advocated by the Grain 
Growers, but still finds it necessary 
to maintain its customs tariff, which 
is about equal to our own. 

If the Grain Growers are to escape 
almost all taxation, including the 
great increase caused by war, what 
will happen to the people who will be 
driven out of business through having 
to pay not only their own taxes but 
also those of the Grain Growers? 
Will they try to grow grain? It is 
more likely that they will go to the 
United States to get work, as other 
Canadians went fifty years ago, and 
leave a population chiefly farmers, 
ever growing smaller, to bear all the 
taxes, ever growing greater. 

Again we ask, Where will the Rev¬ 
enue come from?
